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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 40-45 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claims 40-45 deal with video 
processing while and operating under various modes, specifically the multi-segment operation 
mode, while the originally presented claims are not directly applied to video processing and 
facilitate other modes of operation not necessarily including multi-segment operation mode.
